There were 1585 paid admissious 
and counting the schcst children who 
were admitted free the committee es- 
tenate about two thersand attended 
the show, Prominent among the out 
side visitors were J, M. Dillion of 
Calgury and Dick Cosgrove the 
well-knowy chuck wagon driver, 
Despite light shiowers that fell at 
intervals during the afternoon the 
Show iwent on with only one pause 
and that for a few minutes when 
an exceptionally heavy shower fell, 
Once the show began events followea 
o¥e anotiier in rapid succession, While 
horses and steers were being made 
ready to be ridden, calves were let 
loose to be roped. 'The first six oy 
eight calves proved to be too nimble 
for the ropers since they failed to 
get their ropes on them. The wet 
ropes and the headon wind may have 
heve had a lot to do with poor show- 
ing made by the ropers. THe first 
half dozen bucking horses and steers 
piled their riders in about three 
jumps. As a rule if a rider stuck it 
out for five jumps he stayed there 
till the end, One ‘horse who could 
not dislodge tis rider by all the 
trivks knowy by a thoroughbred bucke 
ing horse put on an act that no other 
thhorse thought of. At the end of the 
field ‘he deliberately, at full speea, 
charged into the fence and went 
through it while the rider was hurled 
against the top rail. Outside of a 
few bruises and having the wind 
knocked out of him he escaped serious 
injury, This was the most spectacuar 

event of the afteryoon, 

‘The horse races were interesting 
since some very good horses were 
entered. The cart races are a sort of 
@ novelty race and always create 
mua) interest. Another event that 
draw much interest was the cowboy 
stake race. As usual the wild cow 
milking contest vaused quit a bit of 
excitement and much laugher espec- 
fally when some of the boys gut 
ready to mik the cow aud found it 
was a steer,

It seems queer with summer com- 
ing—we hope—to be talking alout 
coul for next winter, fut so it is. 
Careful inquiries made about the coal 
situation make it seem ‘highly prob- 
able there may be a coal shortage in 
Western Canada next fall and 
winter. There is already a bad 
shortage of coal in the United States, 
und so it is likely that because of lack 
in the U.S.A. Ontario will draw 
much more heavily than usual on 
Western Canada for their supplies 
next fall and winter. Prairie people, 
therefore, who will need coal next 
winter, would be well advised to buy 
their voal supplies as quickly as possi- 
ble their early summer. By doing this 
they Nave nothing to lose, but on the 
contrary would have an assurance 
that they would have coal for next 
winter while it is still available at 
western mines. The partial demobil- 
ization of the armed forces, we must 
remember, will not permit many, if 
any, men to be available for cowl 
mining in time to dig for this winter's 
supplies Then in addition to a short- 
age of coal mners, the existing short- 
age of freight cars will probably be 
worse next fall and winter,

Record Hog Output . 


Major Increases Shown In Two 
Western Provinces 


Of the record quantity of meat 
produced in Canada in 1944, Swift 
Canadian Co. Limited handled 16.2 
per cent., J. H. Tapley, President, 
states in the company’s annual re- 
port to employees just issued. 

In 1944, Canadian pork production 
reached an all-time peak, Mr. Tapley 
pointed out. Total hog marketings 
across Canada jumped from 3,705,000 
in 1939 to 8,863,000 in 1944, a rise 
of 142 per cent. 

“Based on data published by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics and 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, of total slaughterings of 
cattle, calves, hogs, sheep and 
lambs during the year 1944,” said 
Mr. Tapley, “Swift Canadian Co. 
Limited, processed 16.8 per cent. 
of the total number of head of 
livestock slaughtered in Canada, or 
on the basis total pounds of meat 
produced last year our company 
handled 16.2 per cent.” ~ 

Mr. Tapley also announced that a 
total of $2,600 in cash awards was 
received by 303 employees who had 
made acceptable suggestions under 
the Employees’ Suggestion Plan. 

He noted that 1,222 employees had 
gone into the armed services and 
recalled with regret that 34 of these 
had either been killed in action or 
died in service, five were missing in 
action and eight were prisoners of 
war. 

“Our ability to meet the heavy 
wartime demand for food, and our 
achievement in handling record quan- 
tities at a time when many of our 

|experienced employees are in the 
armed forces,” said Mr. Tapley, ‘is a 
|tribute to the efforts of all who re- 
mained behind at their jobs.”
